and Andover Academies. 


At Phillips Academy 


; During the week beginning June 14, 
the one hundred and twenty-fifth anni- 


versary of the founding of Phillips 
Andover academy, together -with the 
commencement exercises of the class 


of 1903, will be held. 

Elaborate plans are being made for 
the celebration, which promises to be 
the most successful event of the kind 
ever held at the academy. There wil} 
undoubtedly be a larger representation’ 
of the alumni of the academy present 
than at any previous commencement. 
Among ithe distinguished — graduates 
who have signified their intention of 
attending the anniversary are the pres- 
ent Chinese minister to the United 
States, Sir Chantung Liang Cheng, who 
graduated from the academy in 1882, 
and the Hon. William H. Moody, now 
Secretary of the navy, who graduated 
from Andover in 1872, 

It is rather-a singular coine:d<nee that 
both these noted graduates were promi- 
nent in the athletic life of the great 
preparatory school and are to return in 
a year in which the academy has had a 
remarkable series of athletic victories, 
having defeated her rival, Phillips. Ex- 
4 football, basebail, 
track athletics and having also cap- 
tured the interscholastic track meet, 
defeating both Exeter and Worcester’ 
academies, her closest competitors. 

In recognition of her athletic success 
one of the features of commencement 
week will be a baseball game between 
the academy nine and the Brown Uni- 
versity team. 

The academy is now in the hands of 
young men, all of.whom have-had much 
experience in educational matters, and 
are progressive, Plans for the devel- 
opment of the acacemy’s work have 
been formulated and in a few years it 
is expected that many more: ‘changes 
will be" made. As far as possible the 
authprities propose to have the stu-

REMINISCENCES OF OLD METHUEN 


| At the meeting of fhe Methuen ae. 
torical society Monday night Hon, J. 
Pivker of that town whose place a 
business is in this city, read a most 
| interesting paper on his personal recol- 
lections of the town for the past 50 
years. He said in part: 
{ “My first. introduction to Methuen 
was Dec. 3, 1853. Joseph A. Gilmore, 
superintendent of the Manchester and 
Lawrence railroad offered me the posi-

The depot at that time was an old
